10 + 2 = —7.5: June graduates of institu¬ 
tions of higher learning may not be up to snuff 
on their Freud, Falkner, or Quintus Fabius 
Maximus, but they will have been thoroughly 
indoctrinated in the law of diminishing returns 
(LDR) by the time they don their mortarboards. 
Should these zealous students, bent on girding 
their loins for battle in the pursuit of happiness, 
have had to write a term paper on the LDR, 
they could have chosen no more apt subject than 
Maryland racing—1956. 

Some persons, not novitiates in the explora¬ 
tion of the dark recesses of cause and effect, had 
for the past few years preached the LDR 
doctrine in answer to those who sought to hike 
the Maryland tax on wagering. Prophets of 
doom they were called. The answer to their 
repeated and unheeded exhortations was a new 
law increasing the take at the three mile tracks 
from 10 to 12 per cent. 

Shortly after the governor had signed the 
new bill into law, and while the racing com¬ 
mission convened to plan the admission of 20 
extra days into a rather inflexible calendar, 
LDR hovered like an ominous cloud over 
Bowie. When that track’s meeting closed after 
33 days, and figures were toted, tabulation 
showed attendance had made an almost imper¬ 
ceptible gain but the mutuels pool was off 4 
per cent. 

Maryland’s severest spring weather in years, 
it was said, brought about the slight recession; 
there was no cause for immediate concern. On 
closer analysis, however, the weather explana¬ 
tion didn’t stand up. The elements were unco¬ 
operative, it is true, but even so, more people 
turned the stiles at Bowie this year than last. 
More people came, all right, but they either 
brought less money with them or they were dis¬ 
inclined to risk as much as before. 

At Laurel, which followed, the downward 
trend in business was even more pronounced, 
and the pattern began taking definite shape. 
Attendance was down 1 per cent while wager¬ 
ing receded 6 points during the 17-day session. 

Pimlico, spanning 23 days in May and June, 
underscored the effects of LDR when the 
crowds were IIL 2 per cent thinner than last 
year. Correspondingly, betting plummeted a 
disheartening 12.7 per cent. 
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During the 73-day spring season at Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimlico, the longest in the history of 
Maryland racing, betting was down 7.5 per cent, 
attendance was off 6.2 per cent. All other things 
being equal, attendance rise or fall generally is 
in relation to fluctuations in wagering. LDR is 
responsible for the more marked decrease in 
betting than in attendance. 

Year after year, betting and attendance rec¬ 
ords at the major parks just grew, and grew, and 
grew. The thought that the ceiling had to be 
reached sometime eluded most people until the 
seams began to show strain. And when that 
happened, unmistakable signs of panic crept in. 
The general uneasiness was manifested in the 
flow of wild rumors which swept over the 
countryside with the speed of a prairie fire. 

The strange part of it all, though, is that few 
are willing to accept the LDR as the prime 
force behind the leveling-off in Maryland pari¬ 
mutuels wagering. The majority sooner would 
blame opposition (surely a contributing factor) 
from Rosecroft Raceway, Delaware Park and 
Garden State. 

It’s like the story of the fellow who fell from 
an eighth-story window and landed on top of 
a shiny new Oldsmobile. A crowd, summoned 
by the noise of impact, quickly gathered around 
the unfortunate fellow who miraculously es¬ 
caped serious injury. 

"What happened?” asked a lady of the strick¬ 
en man as he struggled to extricate himself from 
the body by Fisher. 

"I don’t know,” he moaned, "I just got here 
myself.” 

MOMUS TO REMEMBER: The final attrac¬ 
tion at Laurel, the $15,000 added Laurel Handi¬ 
cap, went to Canadian-owned North Downs 
Farm, whose Natchez colt, Momus, got up to 
win by a nose. Roslyn Farm’s Go Lightly, win¬ 
ner of the 1955 Gotham Stakes, retired after 
setting the pace for three-quarters. First Aid 
then surged up authoritatively but was replaced 
on the lead in the very last stride. At the wire it 
was Momus (nose), First Aid (nose), Ocean 
Lane (head), and Open Sesame (head) in one 
of the tightest finishes seen at Laurel in many a 
day.

victory, was aboard Momus for the four-year-old 
colt’s first American stakes win. Last year he won 
added-money races in Canada where North 
Downs owner Eric Cradock is a member of the 
Toronto and Montreal stock exchanges. 

First money in the Laurel was $11,800. 
Vincent Stott trains the American contingent; 
another North Downs division races on the 
Canadian front. Momus was purchased last 
spring at Laurel from Walter M. Jeffords, whose 
Open Sesame ran fourth as the favorite at 
Laurel. 

THE ADMIRAL SETS SAIL: The first of 
seven stakes events carded at Pimlico was the 
$10,000 Baltimore Spring Handicap at five and 
one-half furlongs. Mrs. Henry Obre’s newly- 
purchased Golden Admiral got up to win in the 
last stride after being last out of the gate from 
No. 10 post position. Second, beaten a head, 
was the longshot Admiral George. Dave Sing¬ 
er’s Hangover held on for third money after 
setting the early pace. 

Ridden by Tony Russo, Golden Admiral 
carried 119 pounds (top weight) over the dis¬ 
tance in 1:07. C. R. Lewis, who, like Mrs. Obre, 
makes his home in Monkton, trains Golden 
Admiral. The five-year-old son of Polynesian— 
Adda Pearl, by War Admiral, was purchased 
from W. Hal Bishop at Bowie recently for 
$20,000. The Baltimore Spring was his first 
stakes win. 

Golden Admiral has started 46 times, won 13 
races, been second 9 times, and on 6 occasions 
was third. His earnings amount to $54,020, of 
which $8,250 was gleaned in his stakes conquest. 

Mrs. Obre long has been an avid patron of 
through-the-field racing, fox hunting and the 
show ring. Though she has won hurdle stakes, 
the Baltimore Spring was her first success in an 
added-money race on the flat. The Pimlico fea¬ 
ture also was the first stakes win for Trainer 
Lewis and Jockey Russo. 

KLINE’S RASTER KOLLECTS: Unbreak¬ 
able’s son Raster picked the Riggs Handicap, at 
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a mile and a half on the turf, to garner his first 
victory of the year. This veteran turf runner, 
ridden by Augie Catalano, clipped over the 12 
furlongs on the sod to equal the course record 
of 2.31. Marked Game was a length back at 
the post with Gee M. Cohen’s Chuck Thomp¬ 
son third. 

Raster carried 113 pounds, five below top- 
weighted Our Dance. The victory was Raster’s 
sixteenth in 87 starts spanning five seasons. He 
has been second 21 times and third 12 times. 
The Riggs brought the big seven-year-old geld¬ 
ing’s bankroll to $165,550. 

As a four-year-old he won the Fall High- 
weight Handicap. He has been second or third 
in 14 other stakes. 

MORE ABOUT MOMUS: One of the new 
stakes on Pimlico’s spring calendar was the 
mile-and-a-sixteenth Mr. Fitz Handicap, honor¬ 
ing the venerable James Fitzsimmons, doyen of 
the training profession. A television appoint¬ 
ment with Edward R. Murrow (Person To Per¬ 
son) kept Mr. Fitz in New York while his race 
was run. He was represented in Baltimore by 
his son, John, who, in his father’s behalf, ac¬ 
cepted a gold lifetime pass from the Maryland 
Jockey Club. The American Trainers’ Associa-

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tion, represented by Janon Fisher, also chose the 
opportunity to present Mr. Fitz with a gold 
lapel button honored at all American Tracks. 
Not to be outdone, the nation’s Turf writers gave 
the kindly old gentleman a color TV set. 

Almost overlooked in the rash of presenta¬ 
tions was the winner of the Mr. Fitz, North 
Downs Farm’s Momus, which was fresh from a 
victory in the Laurel Handicap mentioned 
earlier. 

Momus, whose reputation until just recently 
had been that of a sprinter, is inclined to pull 
himself up once he gets to the front, and for 
this reason his finishes must be finely drawn. 
Jockey Chris Rogers dropped the Natchez colt’s 
head in front near the eighth pole and it was 
only Bad Conduct’s reluctance to accept defeat 
that kept Momus going to the end. The finish 
was life-and-death, but at the wire Momus won 
by the length of his outstretched head. Willow- 
brook Stable’s Bad Conduct was second, a length 
to the good of Kennedy-Veale Stable’s Marked 
Game. M. H. Dinker’s Alford was along for 
the minor cut of the gross $11,775 purse. 

FABULOUS FABIUS: One score would have 
been enough, but Calumet Farm’s Fabius, from 
Citation’s first crop, had four to settle with 
Florida’s Needles in the 80th running of the 
Preakness on May 19. In Florida and Kentucky, 
and last year at Garden State, as well, Needles 
looked to be just too much for Fabius. Revenge 
is sweet, and Fabius couldn’t have picked a 
better spot to get in his hot licks. 

As is his custom, Needles trailed during the 
early furlongs. Meanwhile, back at the front, 
Fabius was winning the race. The Calumet 
speedster, held just off the pace of Eiffel Blue 
and Golf Ace until the far turn, eased to and 
past the leaders between turns. Fabius was still

The mile-and-three-eighths run on the 
grass was won by Foxcatcher Farm’s Chevation. 
Ridden by Chris Rogers, who had quite a profit¬ 
able Maryland season, stakes-wise, Chevation 
moved up on the hedge going around the club¬ 
house bend but ran into a blind switch and had 
to be taken back, and outside, to commence his 
run again. Back in stride, he came with a fine 
rush to nip the 54-to-l shot Akbar Khan at the 
wire. Green tree’s Maharajah finished third, an¬ 
other two and one-half lengths back. Blue 
Choir, the favorite, faltered under his 126- 
pound impost to finish sixth.

Calumet’s Black- 
Eyed Susan (nee Pimlico Oaks) winners are 
Twilight Tear (1944), Wistful (1949), Real 
Delight (1952, and Princess Turia (1956). 

The 1956 winner, Princess Turia, by Heli¬ 
opolis, is a half-sister to Real Delight (Bull 
Lea). 

Princess Turia’s win was one of the easiest 
seen at Pimlico since Tom Fool cakewalked in 
the 1953 Special. This lovely lass, born with a 
crooked ankle, simply overpowered the four 
fillies which lined up against the Calumet entry. 
The Citation filly, Beyond, which dead-heated 
her stablemate in the Acorn Stakes a few weeks 
ago, was second, while Hadareward was third. 
A new purchase, Mabe Cee, running in the 
colors of Colonnade Farm for the first time, was 
fourth after setting the early pace. 

Before journeying to Belmont for the Acorn, 
Princess Turia, from the splendid producer, 
Blue Delight, won the Kentucky Oaks in a close 
fit with Claiborne’s Doubledogdare. 

Bill Hartack, who has been doing the bulk of 
the riding for Calumet lately, was aboard Prin¬ 
cess Turia in the $20,000 added classic for 
three-year-old fillies. 

Briefly, the Preakness was made to order for 
Fabius; the pace deceptively slow for the odds- 


on Needles, which, while he made up about 
eleven lengths, couldn’t get within a length and 
three-quarters of Fabius. 

Jockey Dave Erb, who has ridden Needles in 
all his races this year, thought the son of Ponder 
lacked his usual punch in the stretch. Trainer 
Hugh Fontaine figured the Kentucky Derby 
winner needed more time between his races. 
Plans call for him to make his next start in the 
Belmont Stakes. In contrast, Fabius pursued an 
active schedule between the second and third 
legs of the Triple Crown. A week after his 
Preakness victory he added the Jersey Stakes 
at Garden State, thus emulating his famous 
sire’s double. 

The 80th Preakness was Calumet’s fifth, and

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the first for Jockey Bill Hartack. 

Fabius required 1:58 2/5 to win over a fast 
but deep track. A good crowd of 29,744 wit¬ 
nessed his victory. 

The California Derby winner, No Regrets, 
which hadn’t been far out of it at any stage, 
was third. Golf Ace, a supplementary entry at 
$7,500, came out even on the deal; he picked 
up $7,500 fourth money. 

BRANDY FOR CAROLYN: At the Garden 
State sales last fall Larry MacPhail did some 
horse-trading. He sold a Double Brandy colt for 
$5,000 and bought a son of Hill Prince for 
$14,000. As so often happens in such cases, 
MacPhail, who still may see his judgment 
vindicated, came out on the losing end, or so it 
appears now. 

The Double Brandy colt, purchased by 
Carolyn K. Stable and named Pro-Brandy, was 
the winner of the Pimlico Nursery Stakes on 
May 26. Running fifth in the same race was 
Princeton, the Hill Prince colt which cost 
MacPhail $14,000. 

Under the tutelage of Trainer Dave Emery, 
Pro-Brandy is batting 1,000. His record after

The two-year-old’s time for 
the five furlongs was 1:00 3/5; his margin a 
half-length. M. H. Schlosberg’s Kevin Boy was 
third. Sunshine’s Stable’s Tiswar was fourth.

ANNUAL YEARLING SHOW 

by Anne H. Christmas 


In almost every instance, the horse-breeding 
game is a tough school for beginners. When a 
newcomer makes up his mind to go in for 
raising horses, he must steel himself to years 
of expense, discouragement and not much 
success—or else he will give up horses and go 
in for yachts. 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association’s 
annual yearling show at Pimlico Race Course 
on May 20 produced a noteworthy exception to 
the rule in the person of Philip Greenwell, 
owner of a large cattle farm at Hollywood, Md., 
in St. Mary’s County. Mr. Greenwell’s first 
home-bred horse won the class for colts bred 
and foaled in Maryland, then emerged with the 
yearling championship over 79 entries. 

Mr. Greenwell’s entry was a well-grown bay 
son of The Rhymer out of the Sun Meadow 
mare, Catchup. As of now, the youngster is 
destined for the Saratoga sales in August with 
the consignment of Samuel E. Bogley, who 
originally lured Mr. Greenwell into the horse 
business in 1954 when he convinced his friend 
that a farm was incomplete without a good 
Thoroughbred. 

The Bogley-Greenwell duo authorized an¬ 
other horse-minded pal to purchase a brood¬ 
mare out of the Timonium sales that November. 
The mare turned out to be Catchup, which was 
shipped to Mr. Greenwell’s farm in a trailer 
the same night. En route to St. Mary’s County, 
the car pulling the trailer was badly wrecked in 
an accident but Catchup—carrying this son of 
The Rhymer—somehow escaped injury. 

The yearling stayed on the farm until three 
months ago, when he was sent to the Bogley 
farm at Potomac to be conditioned for Saratoga. 
A handsomely-turned colt, he has a lovely neck 
and shoulder, plus the quarters of a runner. 

Although Rigan McKinney, of Woodbine, 
didn’t quite make the championship, he enjoyed 
what must have been a most satisfying after¬ 
noon as the show’s only owner of two blue 
ribbons and the reserve tri color. His big brown 
yearling by Spy Song out of Reigh Diana, by 
Reigh Count, one of the most eye-catching en¬ 
tries of the day, won the class for colts foaled in 
Maryland and bred elsewhere. Then McKinney’s 
dark bay daughter of Your Host (from Pere¬ 
grine, by Brazado) took the class for fillies which 
were foaled in the State but bred outside it. 


When Judge J. P. "Doc” Jones (who set 
some sort of course record for making his 
decisions speedily) called all first- and second- 
place winners back in the ring for the cham¬ 
pionship, the Spy Song colt was pinned second 
behind Mr. Greenwell’s entry. Like the cham¬ 
pion, Mr. McKinney’s yearlings are headed for 
Saratoga where he also sold last year’s Pimlico 
show reserve winner, the eventual stakes winner, 
Prophets Bell. 

Another Maryland breeder who found the 
day a gratifying one was Janon Fisher, Jr., of 
Owings Mills. His daughters, Eugenia and Ann 
Este, showed a filly and won the class for fillies 
bred and foaled in Maryland with a daughter 
of Shivaree out of Booty. This is a full sister, 
incidentally, to the colt which won last year’s 
yearling class and breeding championship of 
the Timonium Fair. The other Fisher entry, a 
bay by * Hunters Moon, out of a War Admiral 
mare, placed third in the Maryland-bred colt 
class behind the Greenwell yearling and H. 
Robertson Fenwick’s brilliant chestnut by the 
same sire out of Marching Along (by Man 
o’ War). 

E. Taylor Chewning, a member of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, had two fillies in the 
ribbons in the Maryland-bred class, one by 
Occupy which was second, and a daughter of 
*Shahpoor which finished fourth. Inasmuch as 
there were 30 in the filly class and 39 in the colt 
(Please turn to page 29)

Joyce Bachner, a 27-year-old mother rode at 
Pimlico on May 19, gaining her third victory in 
the Powder Puff Preakness. She rode her own 
horse, Adage, in the five-furlong race and 
gained a front-running two-length victory. 

For this, the lady from Cedonia Avenue in 
Overlea gains this corner’s jockey salute. 

Joyce has a three-year-old daughter, Gail, at 
home, and her husband, Martin, is her working 
partner. Both are employed by Trainer Bob 
Cremen, Joyce as an exercise girl and Martin as 
a groom. 

Their romance began and remained on the 
racetracks, and Joyce, a licensed trainer for five 
years, gave up the profession only after her 
marriage in December, 1951. 

Actually, the Powder Puff Preakness was re¬ 
vived at Pimlico this year because of a letter 
Joyce wrote the livening Sun. She bemoaned the 
dropping of the race which had had four run¬ 
nings and suggested it be revived. 

Her proposal gained immediate endorsement 
and Joyce wound up with the winner’s share of 
a $500 purse, in addition to a silver trophy. 

Joyce, who has ridden in every one of Pimli¬ 
co’s Powder Puff events, gained her previous 
wins with Dillon Smith’s Audible in 1947 and 
1948. Twice she went to Mexico to ride in 
ladies’ races, but she "didn’t do any good down 
there.” 

Recounting her Turf career, Mrs. Bachner 
says she started at 16 when a neighbor, trainer 
Earl Neutz, got her to gallop two unbroken 
four-year-olds for him. 

Since then, she’s worked for Mrs. George A. 
Saportas, Janon Fisher, Jr., and a host of other 
conditioners. 

Her husband’s brother, Mike Bachner, also 
was a trainer at one time, and it was through 
him Joyce met Martin. 

"Mike,” recalls Joyce, "had a horse named 
Black Warbler that he sent to me to train at 
Hagerstown. Then Martin, who had just gotten 
out of the service, came around to see his 
brother’s horse. 

"After a while, I guess he was really coming 
around to see me.” 

Martin, lured from his home in Youngstown, 


Ohio, by the call of Maryland’s half-mile circuit, 
never had had any racing experience. But he 
took to the Turf sport so readily it soon became 
his life’s work. 

The husband-and-wife team of exercise girl 
and groom arises each morning at 4:45. The 
two report for work at Cremen’s barn at six and 
are finished around noon. Joyce’s mother cares 
for their daughter. 

During her eleven years at the tracks, Joyce 
has owned seven horses and currently has two— 
Adage and Fasola. 

She and Martin are hoping for the day when 
they have funds enough to go off on their own 
with a money-making stable and if combined 
effort means anything, that time shouldn’t be 
too long in coming. 

Joyce reports that Adage had to carry 132 
pounds in his victory Saturday—a weight which 
includes Joyces, her saddle and her clothing. 

She rode like a professional in gaining the 
triumph and, for that matter, she is—through 
and through.

Elmendorf Farm’s Prince John, winner of the 
Garden State Stakes last year and a 1954 Keene- 
land sales yearling, will be featured on the cover 
of this year’s Keeneland Summer Sales catalogue. 

Winner of $212,818 as a two-year-old, Prince 
John is the seventh Keeneland sales yearling to 
be so honored since 1950—the year the Breed¬ 
ers’ Sales Company began the practice of featur¬ 
ing one of its yearlings as "cover horse” for the 
summer sales catalogue. 

Other Keeneland yearlings whose pictures 
have graced previous catalogues include: White 
Skies, last year; Determine, 1954; Dark Star, 
1953; Oh Leo, 1952; Flyamanita, 1951; and Oil 
Capitol, 1950. 

Prince John, by *Trincequillo out of the 
Count Fleet mare, Not Afraid, was foaled on 
April 6, 1953 at Mrs. John D. Hertz’ Stoner 
Creek Stud, at Paris, Ky. Consigned to the 1954 
summer auction, he attracted a top bid of 
$14,300 from Max Gluck, owner of Elmendorf. 

Whirlaway Still Tops 

In setting his Kentucky Derby record of 
2:01-2/5 in 1941, Whirlaway ran the fifth and 
last quarter-mile in :23-3/5 seconds, while win¬ 
ning by eight lengths. In his Derby victory this 
year, Needles required :25-3/5 for the same 
quarter, and his final time was 2:03-2/5. 
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Midafternoon Calls Attention to 
Late-Blooming Stakes Winners 

Racing interest these days is still focussed on 
the 3-year-olds and the juveniles now making 
their racing debut but the victory of Midafter¬ 
noon in the Metropolitan Handicap at Belmont 
Park on Memorial Day served to call attention 
to a not insignificant group of late-maturing 
horses. 

When Mrs. Edward E. Robbins’ 4-year-old 
son of Billings charged through the stretch to 
beat Switch On, Find and Nashua in a drive that 
covered the mile in record time for the Metro¬ 
politan and within 1 /5th of a second of Count 
Fleet’s track record, he was winning his first 
stakes race. Prior to the Metropolitan and dur¬ 
ing the previous two seasons he had b~en a con¬ 
sistent winner under allowance conditions. 

Hirsch Jacobs’ famed Stymie is perhaps the 
classic example of a late-blooming horse that 
was making headlines after many of his con¬ 
temporaries had been retired or had dropped 
into the claiming ranks. Stymie did not win a 
stakes race until he was a 4-year-old but then 
went on to earn $918,485 and, incidentally, he 
won the Metropolitan two years in a row at six 
and seven. 

A check of the 415 winners of the 648 stakes 


races run on the flat during 1955 shows that a 
little better than half were restricted either to 
2-year-olds or 3-year-olds. Of the 300 or so open 
to 3-year-olds and upward, 73 were won by 4- 
year-olds and no less than 51 of these were, 
like Midafternoon, winning their first stakes 
race. 

Of 54 five-year-olds that were stakes winners 
in 1955, thirty were joining the roster of stakes 
winners for the first time as were 11 of the 21 
six-year-old stakes winners and 6 of the 15 seven- 
year-olds that won stakes races. Three 8-year-olds 
won stakes last year including Old Butch who 
won his first stakes at 5 and last year passed the 
$100,000 mark in earnings. 

The record among the late-bloomers last year 
goes to Dark Damsel who at the age of 9 be¬ 
came a stakes winner in the Fashion Handicap at 
Longacres, Seattle. It was her only victory in 
1955 and brought her life-time earnings to 
$22,390. 

One in particular who "arrived late but dined 
well” is Squared Away. This son of Piping Rock 
—Imperatrice did not race as a 2-year-old, won 
his first stakes race at four and last year, as an 
8-year-old, was still winning stakes which added 
$33,025 to his credit and brought his total earn¬ 
ings to $222,045 through 1955.

Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. (Was 
practically living at Pimlico those days.) 

May 24. Took out $32,000 worth of travelers’ 
insurance and enplaned for Toronto. Addressed 
Mutual Employees’ Association at their annual 
dinner. Not a diner walked out on me. There 
was a terrific floor show afterward. Stag. 

May 25. Visited Mr. E. P. Taylor’s Wind- 
fields Farm. It’s a thoroughly modern breeding 
establishment, wonderful buildings, fine green 
pastures, well-grown foals, healthy-looking 
broodmares and Joe Thomas in an overcoat. 
Stopped by to see the New Woodbine. This is 
some place—five levels for customers, long grace¬ 
fully-sweeping ramps, walking ring, paddocks, 
sunken gardens. 

Visited Old Woodbine and was charmed by 
the cosy pleasantness of the ancient place. View 
over Lake Ontario classic, but the wind was cold. 
Found a Canadian newspaperman who picks 
nothing but winners—grand guy. Saw Canadian 
Champ run. Real decent horse. 

May 26. Took plane to Idlewilde, thence to 
Friendship.

ELIGIBILITY RULE 

On or after July 1, 1956, any horse three 
years old and upward that has started 
for a claiming price of less than $2,000 will 
be ineligible to be entered in any race 
at Bowie, Laurel or Pimlico unless said 
horse has finished first, second or third 
in a race for a claiming price of $2,000 
or more since last starting for a claiming 
price of less than $2,000. 

Also effective July 1, 1956, no entry will 
be accepted for three-year-olds and up¬ 
ward which have started for a claiming 
price of $2,000 since July 1, 1956, and have 
not been first, second or third in their 
last ten starts.
